Best price of all is from Marlin P. Jones, (www.mpj.com) a back 
lighted 16x2 for $3.95.

I'm an 00 and don't believe your interference to an illegal operator 
would be 

an infraction for you if you were calling CQ or talking to another ham 
even 

if you started your operating on his frequency after the illegal 
operator 

started his operating. After all this is an assigned legal frequency 
for you 

and not him. However, you are not allowed to talk to the illegal 
station 

once you realize he is not licensed. Are you in any trouble by saying a 
few words to him? Of course not. Reasonableness and intent is what 
really counts here. If you were egging him on rather then trying to get 
him off the air with a couple of polite words would be another matter. 
Doing something technically illegal is one thing, getting in trouble for 
it is another matter. Reasonableness is always part of the decision. 

If the station is skip, there is little you can immediately do. If you 
have 

a situation where the illegal operator is local, get a hold of a local 
0O or 

get the info from the ARRL as to how to contact a local 00. Today the 
ARRL 

and FCC are working very much as partners. We are triangulating 
interference 

and taping conversations. Armed with this information means big 
trouble 


today for such type operations. Unfortunately, documentation is 
necessary 

and is, at times, hard to obtain. But, the good news is more and more 
are 

being caught every day. In time the HEAT will be too great for most to 
continue. They will stop operating on their own. The word is already 
starting to get out. Today, 00s are setting up much of the ground work 


needed to go after a particular individual by the FCC. The FCC's budget 
is 

limited and the ARRL OO program today allows the FCC to prudently use 
their 


time and budget money effectively. Fines are such that if caught a 
person 

will find himself in a real financial bind. The penalties today for 
illegal 


operating are very painful to pay. 

It is no longer a waste of time to have the ARRL 00 staff get involved 
if you 

have a local situation. When a few more get burned, the word will get 
out, 

and our problem will get under control. Someone's skip is another's 
local 

situation. We need to work together. Most of what OOs do is not 
visible. 

For legal reasons, OOs do their thing and turn over the findings as 
prescribed by the ARRL and the FCC to higher authorities. Enforcement 
is not 

their reason for being. Investigation is one of their reasons for 
existence. Also, OOs send out a lot of ATTA BOY cards congratulating 
those 

using good operating procedure. Giving out the cards reinforces good 
operating procedure. In the rare instance when a negative card is sent 
out, 

the intent is not to reprimand but to point out to a generally good 
amateur 

where he was in error to help him become a better operator. We are not 
police but try to be your friend and buddy to help a good ham from 
getting 

into trouble. We are not looking to"nail a guy" for some technical 
mistake 

like IDing 1 second too late! Someone who is grossly violating his ham 
operating privileges does not need a card from an 00. He needs some 
instruction from the FCC. 

I hope my post sheds some light on things. Please look at an OO as your 


friend. Yes, they make mistakes but their intent is to help. They are 
not 


there to act as police. Many put in many hours of work unknown to most 
of 

the ham community and cover all incurred expenses out of their own 
pocket.

$2 to do the same thing! 


Negative bias for an LC display isn't real critical. It mostly needs to be stable 
(i.e. low ripple) and in the proper range (which means set the voltage before 
hooking up the display). The fact that it draws almost zero current makes 
filtering easier, too. Using a high-resistance pot as a variable voltage divider 
makes a handy contrast (or viewing angle) control, which may be helpful for a 
portable device. 


And if you want to get REALLY fancy, you can have the micro in yout product 
generate a variable duty cycle signal, isolate & rectify it, and have the voltage 
(and contrast) vary under software control. (We made a meter once that allowed the 
user to set the contrast by serial comms. It seemed trivial when we did it, but 
people really appreciated it.)

Mike Yetsko correctly pointed out to me (off the list) that it's fine for 
anyone to modify as many CB's as they like. It is 97.315 on external power 
amplifiers that I was thinking of. In that case, you're allowed to build or 
modify only one per calendar year, and if a non-amateur constructs or 
modifies one, it must be type accepted before use. This applies to external 
RF power amplifiers which have any gain below 120 MHz. 


This appears to apply regardless of the power level, so it would seem that 
QRP external amplifiers would be affected. The .315/.317 language is pretty 
interesting. You can do whatever you want as long as it's strictly 
homebrew. But even a kit must be type accepted, regardless of power level, 
and to acheive type acceptance, it must require at least 50 watts of drive!

Alan - what you take depends on how much you are going to use the rig on 
each trip. I don't care for the 9V simply because of the power reduction 
they imply. On a backpacking trip so I'd go for more power. The lithium 
will last a while but are costly. The Alkaline drop in voltage fairly 
fast. Some try using 10 AA's to make up for this. If the rig can take 15 
to 15.5 volts for a while (until the voltage drops a bit from use) they 
will work for a number of hours before the power out drops below 11-12 
volts. You can also try the NiMh batteries. In the long run they are 
probably the least expensive option. A set of 10 of those will give you 
12 to 12.5 volts till they give out. I haven't tested them enough yet to 
say how long they will last with the SST or the DSW. In my GPS they last 
a little bit better than half as long as a set of Alkaline batteries. 
The sealed lead acid batteries in my estimation weigh a bit too much for 
the power you get out of them. So I don't take them out on the trail.

I'd have no hesitation taking the SST-20. I recently took one to India and 
left it with a friend (VU2RNM) and by the time you read this, he should be 
on the air with it. Don't expect to work him too easily however, he's only 
using low-altitude, wire antennas. I also took him NiCad battery pack and a 
solar charger (60maH) because where he lives there is plenty of sunshine but 
only a few hours each day of "main's power." 


If you take a rechargable battery on your backpacking trip, then invest in

Friday night, I asked the group for suggestions on homebrewing an 
active cw filter. The response via direct email was quite good, and I 
received a few requests to pass along the information I received. 


My original idea was to use an 1m324 (common quad op-amp) 
mostly because I still had one in the package from Radio Shack. 
Pricing on these things is us$ 1.29 at Radio Shack and us$ 0.25 from 
Dan's Small Parts. Overall, not a bad part, but there were some 
comments that it was a bit noisier than desired. The most common 
‘better choice' replacement were the TLO82/TLO84, which are dual and 
quad JFET-input models. Also widely available/easy to find and 
inexpensive. This replacement also showed up a few times as an 
improvement to the HW-9, especially on the numerous websites 
mentioning Gary Surrency, AB7MY. 


Another step up in noise performance is the NE5532 (TI has it below). 
National thinks their 1m833 is a good replacement, and the specs look 
similar. 


There's also the 1m3900, which is a bit different from the rest. 
No noise figures are given on the datasheet, and it's listed as obsolete 


on the National website.

"I used the design by Doug DeMaw in his W1FB's Design Notebook 

(1st edition, 2nd printing pg 134). This circuit uses a couple of 747 
IC's as the active components. With the indicated components, 

center freq is 750 hz, overall gain is 2.1 and Ql is 3. 


After building it, I felt that the design lacked the sharpness I was looking 
for. Additionally, the output when all 4 active stages were included, was 
way down. I built an Excel spreadsheet and played with the component 
values. In my final design, the Q of the last 3 stages was increased to 5. 
This really narrowed the passband as stages were added. To get better audio 
output from the filter, the gain of the last stage increased to 1.5. 

The filter did a very nice job. I added a rotary switch so that I could add 
stages as needed. 


I noticed that you were going to build your filter manhattan style which is 
good. The scale pattern for this etched board, as shown in the book, does 
not agree with the schematic. "

There is a source of -5 
volts on the keyer board, from the MAX-232, RS-232 interface chip. A 
couple of the bufferes in the chip aren't used, so one of these spare 
buffers can supply the -5 volt bias, if need.

A few more 10 meter "Save Our Band" comments.... 

A nice thing about 15, 12 and 10 meters is when these bands 

are "dead" to DX they still propagate very nicely locally, especially if 
you treat them as "VHF" bands and go with a vertical antenna high up as 
possible. Many CB'ers (legal or not, like them or not) spend a lot of 
money on masts and vertical antennas because they are well aware of the 
(11 meter) bands propagation, but some "newbie" hams may not be aware of 
the great local coverage one gets with a vertical antenna. 


"Dead" HF bands can be excellent for activities such as code practice, 
packet, PSK31, TOR... as well as local nets or when your ears are tired 
gasbags hogging the local repeater or 80meter net. The simplex 
coverage, watt-for-watt on the lower VHF bands (I am counting 24, 28 and 
50 Mhz in this) exceeds that of 144, 223 and 446 MHz simplex. Perhaps 
if more hams got out of the dead band mindset and thought of 12 and 10 
meters as new VHF simplex bands when the DX is not spilling out of the 
speaker? 


Some cheap ways to begin in 10 meter (QRP) may be to convert 40-channel 
CB radios equipped with SSB. It's been years since I did this, but I'm 
sure there are channel line-ups for SSB and AM CB conversions in 24 and 
28 Mhz for standardization sake (Ex: his channel four is the same as 
hers). If there are standard-channel lists for CB conversions in 24 and 
28 MHz, please post them for us! 

In my experience with CB conversions, do not make the transmitter follow 


the RIT- it won't track properly, stick to channelization. 


Many CB (27 Mhz) vertical antennas can be pruned for 28 MHz. I believe 
commercial and ham Ringo antennas are available for 24 and 28 MHz. I 
have used vertical dipoles suspended from trees and other overhangs for 
adequate local and DX coverage. Tuner owners can also build a 20 to 22 
foot aluminum mast, radials and put the tuner at the mast base.. low 
angle radiation on 15, 12 and 10 and a few more dB over a quarterwave 
(5/8 wavelength on 10, 1/2 wavelength on 15) Radiall-Larsen makes 
NMO-base and other antennas which may be tuned for 10 meters. 


I do not condone QRM'ing, but have observed that RTTY, PACTOR and other 
digital modes cause local CB pirates in our band to dry up and blow 
away. Perhaps PSK-31, with it's extremely narrow bandwidth would be a 
good mode to experiment with.... several PSK31 stations could fit within 
the bandwidth of a typical AM signal. Keep in mind that digital 
operation does belong above the CW subband (and our CW QRP freqs). 


Some older antenna books feature a 10-meter DF'ing loop for mobile. The 
loop is bi-directional and is used in conjunction with the receiver 
S-meter to triangulate pirates or interference in the band.

I would like to hear from those amoung you that agree with me on 
trying to boost the CW activity on the bottom of 10m. I would hate 
to think that anyone would disagree on this. Especially when 10m 
is such a good DX band. I don't think anyone on this discussion 
group would want to compete with an illegal QRO with his or her 
legal QRP, especially when you can hear a 4x4 answering you in 

the background. 


I am looking forward to when I have a 10m QRP CW Xmtr and Rcvr up and 
running so I can go to our local state park on the weekends and try 
to make a few QSO's. Even if I don't, at least I was there having fun 
doing what Ham Radio is all about... trying to make contact with a 
fellow Ham with equipment that I made. That is what Ham Radio is all 
about and I am glad the I finally have the time and patients to build 
my own equipment. I wish I had started years ago! 


On a positive note: 


I thank everyone on this email discussion group that send me a welcome 
aboard email. I also thank you for your kinds words and the comments 
that you gave in regards to QRP and my endevour to get on 10m CW. I 
look forward to adding my assistance and comments to this group and 
for help with any questions that I may have.

QRP can work the world only if you have a good antler to get the 
signal out.

Don't use the buffer from the MAX-232. Just use the negative 
voltage right off their generator, at the cap. It will be fairly 
stable. If it's not, then feed a 10K or higher resistor to a 5v 
Zener wired as a negative regulator. If you're using the 
negative BIAS as a contrast adjust, then you'll need to back 

it down even further (they usually spec -5 since that's the MAX 
you'll need or want in most cases, but usually you end up 

wanting something down under -3v.)

Hi Alan, 

My SST was modified. Cannot recall exactly what was done, but seem to 
remember adding some inductance to the final in order to make a better match 
and in the course of doing that, pushed it to 3W output. Also added a 
second xtal in parallel with a choke, and "pulled" the VXO to cover 
14042-14063 for a little better flexibility. 

MODS were from the list and the SST-mods page on Norcal pages. 

As for solar panels, I can't really offer any substantative advice. I 
bought one about the size of a license plate for about $25. It was sold for 
people who had to park their car long term, to trickle charge the battery 


thru the lighter plug. I saw many versions of the same device at Dayton 
this year, some of which were on a flexible plastic backing. The NiCad 
battery I took to India was a "BP90" (10D cells used to power a TV camera). 
It was heavy -- I would not want to backpack with it. But previously, when 
I lived in JY9-land, I had a 5W CW rig (output) with a discrete transistor 
receiver and powered it with AA-NiCads. I'd only be able to operate for 
about an hour at a time (I had a lot of "rst 599, tnx, 73" QSO's, because of 
the pileups). I think you could easily use NiCads--probably "half-C's" 
would work nicely if you build one from scratch. And the half-C's would 
have a lot more operating time (plus time is better with lower power rig, so 
figure a fully charged half-C pack might enable you 3-4 hours of operating 
time).
